The Press was 
a 


handsome sheet, ably edited and well 
equipped for rapid dissemination of 
the news which it gathered with won- 
derful alac:ity. It obtained a large 
circulation, but circulation does not 
keep up the spinal 
column 
of the 


newspaper; it requires advertising pa- 
tronage to do that, and this the Press 
did not have. 
The other papers of 


that city covered the entire field, con- 
sequently advertisers 
could not see 


the advantage of increasing their ap- 


for 
duplication. 
The 


Steubenville merchants had previously 
experimented with three papers in a 
two paper town, 
and the added ex- 


pense was not 
justified 
by results. 


That is why the best paper ever pro- 
jected in a small city failed after a 
loss to the stockholders of a mint of 
money, for to produce such a journal 
is costly. The equipment was the best 
that money could provide; the talent 
in every department was the 
ablest 


that could 
be employed, while the 


main stockholder had been successful 
in every 'business enterprise that had 
been undertaken by him, so successful 
in 
fact, that he 
is a man 
of vast 


means. The progression of the enter- 
prise was viewed with deep interest 
by newspaper managers, for it was a 
bold experiment. 
Many former un- 


successful attempts had been made to 
establish the third 
daily 
paper in 


Steubenville, and .the warehouses of

GOLD LOSSES IN THE TRANSVAAL 


One of the losses to the productive 


wealth of the world ac large as a con- 
sequence of the Anglo-Boer war is 
shown in the returns of the gold pro- 
duction of 1900, just issiasd by our 
government. 


Up to the time when hostilities be- 


gan in South Africa the total annual 
sratput of gold had been steadily in- 
creasing. It rose from $202,000,000 in 
the year 1896 to §306,585,000 in 1899, 
and would surely have passed the 
$400,000,000 line if peace had contin- 
med. But last year it fell off over 
155,000,000, and this great reduction 
was wholly caused by the suspension 
nf Transvaal mining. 
All other gold- 


yielding countries maintained 
their 


previous rate of production or increas- 
ed it. 


The Transvaal's output, 'instead of 


Being $110.000,000 a year, as it certain- 
ly would have been but for the war, is 
now a little over 
$7,000,000 a year. 


Herein we have a luminous illustra- 
tion of the fact that the direct destruc- 
tion of property is dnly a small part of 
the 'huge waste of war.

there eateied a man dressed in bine

.emiu'or, Doaahl Farquharson of Glen- 
doe. 
who came to his bedside and 


•cKoned him to come out. Maepher- 
n rose and followed the figure out- 


5. do the door, \\heieupon the person 
turned and said: 


"1 am Sergeant Davies." Then, point- 


ing to a mc.ss, or tract of swampy land, 
known as Christie's hill, he added: 
"You will find my bones there. Go and 
bury them at once, for I can have no 
peace nor will 1 give you any until my 
bones are buried, and you may get 
Donald Farquharson to help you." 


Having spoken these words solemnly 


and earnestly, the apparition vanished. 
Early next morning Macpherson went 
alone to the spot indicated by the 
wraith, ard so exactly had been the in- 
structions given by the mysterious vis- 
itant that before he had searched five 
minutes he came upon a human body 
Imbedded in the moss. 


A few nights later the apparition 


again visited Macpherson when he was 
m bed in the shealing and reproached 
him for not having carried out its in- 
structions for burial, urging him at the 
same time to lose no time in commit- 
ting the remains to the earth. Then 
Maepberson plucked up courage to ask, 
"Who murdered you?" To which the 
apparition replied. "Duncan Clerk and 
Alexander Macdonald." 


On the following day Macpberson 


went to Donald Farquharson, told him 
the story and persuaded him to come 
and a«^ist to bury the body of the mur- 
deied man in dry ground. Farquhar- - 
son went with Macpherson to Chris- 
tie's hill, earned the body away, dug a 
grave in dry ground and there buried 
the remains. To all his own share in 
the business Farquharson swore posi- 
tively and emphatically expressed his 
belief that Macpherson had told noth- 
ing but the truth. The only other per- 
son to whom Mncpberson confided the 
story was John Growar of Dalhownie, 
who deposed that Macpherson, under 
strict promise of secrecy, told him a 
few days after the apparition had ap- 
peared for the second time how he, in 
obedience to its commands, had, with 
the assistance of Donald Farquharson, 
buried the body. 


But there was still stronger corrobo- 


ration of Macpherson's strange story in 
the evidence given by Isabel Machar- 
die of Inverey. who deposed that on the 
night on which Macpherson declared 
that he saw the apparition for the sec- 
ond time she. sleeping at the other end 
of the shealing. in the portion set apart 
for the women, most distinctly saw 
"something naked come in at the door 
and go straight to Macpherson's bed, 
which frightened her so much that she 
drew the clothes over her bead; that 
when it appeared it came in a bowing 
gesture, but she could not tell what it 
was: that nest morning she asked Mac- 
pherson what it was that had troubled 
them the night before, and that he bad 
answered sne might be easy, for it 
would trouble them no more." 


The counsel for the prisoners was one 


of the most eminent advocates IB Scot- 
land, Alexander Lockhart. He was a 
notorious Jacobite and had gained for 
himself much celebrity by defending 
the prisoners captured after the rising 
of 1745. As in* duty bound be threw 
ridicule upon this story of the ghost, 
and lie made his greqt points when in 
cross examination of Maepherson. who 
could speak nothing but Gaelic ami 
whose evidence had to be interpreted 
to the court, he said to the witness:

San Juan, P. R., July 5.—Porto 


Ricans entered into the spirit of the 
Fourth of July celebration with enthu- 
siasm. The celebration was under the 
management of Governor Allen's com- 
mittee. Both political parties assisted 
in the ceremonies, for which Governor 
Allen appropriated $500 and the "citi- 
zens donated the remainder. The cel- 
ebration opened with a big public ball, 
Governor Allen and Mrs. Allen leading 
the grand march. Never before had 
there been such a display of colors in 
San Juan. In 1900 the Fourth was not 
celebrated here. 


There was a parade in which there 


were over 4,000 persons in line, in- 
cluding 2,500 school children and 300 
native troops, the governor, the coun- 
cillors, the members of the assembly, 
members of the Grand Army, a regi- 
mental band, sailors from the Yank- 
ton, marines, police, heads of depart- 
ments, court officials, clerks and visit- 
ing delegations from island cities with 
bands. The parade was reviewed by 
the governor. During the afternoon 
there was a baseball game between an 
American and a Porto Rican nine and 
athletic contests, boat and swimming 
races. There was a mass meeting In 
the theater, where the school children 
sang national airs in, English, after 
which addresses were made and the 
Declaration of Independence was read. 
In the evening Governor Allen held a 
public reception at the palace, fol 
lowed by an illuminated boat parade 
and a display of fireworks. Telegrams 
from other towns on the island report 
that the patriotic observance of the 
day excepting Ponce, which has done 
nothing because of lack of funds. 


Grosvenor's Oration. 


Winfield, Kan., July 5.—Congress- 


man C. H. Grosvenor of Ohio was 
the principal speaker at the Chatau- 
qua assembly here, addressing a large 
crowd at - the 
park 
_ grounds. ( Mr. 


Grosvenor discussed the insular prob- 
lems, the trusts and disfranchisement 
of negroes in the south. He said no 
harm can come of industrial combi- 
nations, where wages are not reduced, 
the number of men employed not de- 
creased and prices of their products 
not advanced to an unjust figure. Dis- 
cussing Porto Ricco and the Philip- 
pines, he said: "He who will torture 
the position of the United States gov- 
ernment, either as proclaimed by con- 
gressional enactments or defined by 
supreme court decisions, as institut- 
ing imperialism or upholding oppres- 
sion, is a stranger to truth, and an en- 
emy to his country's fair fame. There 
has not been taken away from the 
peoples of those islands by virtue of 
the legislation of congress and by vir-

sion and acting pursuant to the instruc- 
tions of congress, does hereby notify the 
president of the I'nited States" that by vir- 
tue of the Hollander act and other acts it 
has enacted and put iuto operation a sys- 
tem of local taxation to meet the necessi- 
ties of insular government, a'nd it hereby 
directs that a copy of this joint resolu- 
tion be presented to the president of the 
United States, and it requests that Gov- 
ernor Allen deliver the resolution in ques- 
tion to President McKinley to the end that 
the proclamation may be made by him, 
and if it shall seem wise and appear"proper 
to the president of the United States, the 
assembly requests that his proclamation be 
issued July 25, as that day is being estab- 
lished a legal Porto Kican holiday to com- 
memorate the anniversary of the corning 
of the American fla^. 


Governor Allen personally read a 


message before the assembly in which 
he reviewed the financial situation of 
the island and showed that Porto Rico 
possessed abundant revenues for its 
need without drawing upon customs 
receipts. Mr. Hollander's report on 
the island's resources from which rev- 
enue could be derived was considered 
sufficiently definite to warrant the 
joint resolution in favor of fne trade. 


The resolution was introduced to 


the house by Seiior Morales. Mr. Hol- 
land, in a long speech, reviewed the 
workings of the new tax law and ex- 
plained the new system of taxation. 
He said: "Present conditions make 
this joint resolution possible, and the 
insular assembly can henceforth dis- 
pense with the 
revenues accruing 


from Porto Rican customs." Several 
other speeches were made. 


This action of the assembly is con- 


sidered to be the most important 
taken by it since the inauguration of 
Governor Allen.

DANGER 


Of Prostration from Heat—Advice as 


to Treatment of One Overcome 


by Heat. 


According to physicians, 
laborers 


and others openly exposed to the sun 
are more liable 
to he sunstruck on 


muggy days, between the hours of 11 
o'clock a. m. and 4 in the afternoon. It 
is more apt to occur on the second, 
third or fourth day of a heated term. 
It can be aggravated by loss of sleep, 
worry, excitement, 
close 
sleeping 


rooms and abuse of stimulants. 


Perspiration prevents the body from 


being overheated, they say. and many 
physicians recommend the drinking of 
as much water as actually desired. 
The ailment or disease is classified un- 
der three heads, namely, heat syncope, 
or fainting; beat apoplexy, and ar- 
dent thermic fever. The general symp- 
toms are fatigue, dizziness, headache, 
paleness, coldness of the skin, inter- 
mittent pulse, gasping or sighing, res- 
piration, flushed face, congested 
rapid pulse or hard breeathing. 


About the first thing ?o cto is to place 


the person in a cool shady place, and 
then send for a physician, as the mor- 
tality from sunstroke is said to be 
between 40 and 50 per cent. Give the 
person cool drinks, strong coffee or 
tea. If the skin is hot and dry, place 
the person in a sitting position against 
something to support his back. Ap- 
ply ice-cold water to the body and if 
possible place ice in a towel or cloth 
and apply it to the head. 


If the person is faint, pale and the 


pulse feeble, let him inhale ammonia 
or ether while lying on his back. Use 
no cold water. If the last named 
symptoms are apparent rub the ex- 
tremities and apply warm applications 
until the circulation is restored. Prob- 
ably the best preventative 
against 


sunstroke 
is to keep in the shade, 


wear loose clothing and prevent ner- 
vous excitement.
